REPORT OF THE NEWBURGH 


VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The equipment and facilities of the N.V.F.D. have been ,, 
practically doubled during the last year. A 1200-gallon 
tank truck has been purchaseed at a very advantageous 
price and equipped with hose, pump and other necessities. 
A second fire house to contain it has been erected on the 
South Road, on land generously donated for that purpose 
by Harland Bartlett. The Department believes this move 
will afford the South Road citizens extra protection through 
the elimination of the 10 or 15 minute run from the main 
fire house. It is also believed that the extra gallonage of 
water will be a tremendous factor in fighting a fire where 
there is no convenient pond or other source of water. 


This expansion has, of course, involved heavy additional 
capital expense, which has been met in full from the re- 
sources of the Department and the donated labor of mem- 
bers. It also involves additional operating expense, such as 
heating the new fire house, additional vehicle registration, 
insurance, etc., which explains the increase of $100 in the 
amount requested from the Town for support.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL SCHOOL 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Since last year’s report, we are sorry to state that the 
proposed 3-town school district — Dixmont, Newburgh 
and Hampden, fell through. The State Legislature au- 
thorized its formation and, when the question came to 
vote, Hampden citizens approved, but Dixmont voted 
“no.” This killed the proposal so there was no point in 
calling for a vote here. 


This, the third failure to organize a school district, so 
Newburgh could get the State subsidy on the construction 
of a new school, was very disappointing to the Commit- 
tee, and we believe to our townspeople as well. 


At the present time two bills are before the Legislature. 
One is to authorize the formation of a two-town district 
— Hampden and Newburgh. A hearing took place at 
Augusta in January. It was attended by town officials and 
members of this committee, as well as representatives | 
from Hampden. There was no opposition, and the town 
should soon have a chance to vote on that proposal. The 
general principles and advantages are about the same as 
in the past, namely, better educational facilities, includ- 
in the construction of a consolidated school with five class- 
rooms and all-purpose assembly room for Newburgh. 


The preliminary study indicates that the total annual 
cost to Newburgh, including our share of the new school 
cost, should be between $14,000 and $16,000 against ap- 
proximately $18,000 to be raised by the town this year. In 
both these cases the gross amount will be reduced equally 
by the income from the Knowlton and Bickford funds and 
the amount paid for state wards. Thus, there are substan- 
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tial financial as well as great educational advantages to 
the town if the proposed bill passes, as seems certain, 
and the citizens of the two towns taks favorable action. 


Full information will, of course, be presented in due, 
course. 


The other bill is to authorize the formation of a school 
district comprising the town of Newburgh alone. This 
bill, if passed, is merely intended to make it possible to 
establish a school district with greater borrowing power 
than the town, as such, possesses, in case the administra- 
tive district fails of approval, and the citizens desire to 
build a consolidated school of their own. Because the 
Legislature meets only every two years, it seemed wise to 
work for Legislative approval of such a district now. It is 
emphasized that the passing of this bill does not commit 
the town to anything, and there is no obligation to take 
advantage of it. 


In anticipation of this possibility, however, the commit- 
tee has devoted considerable time to developing plans 
and obtaining estimates. We are also paying close atten- 
tion to developments which may make Federal funds 
available to needy towns, and to any changes in the Maine 
laws which the current Legislature may pass and which 
may provide financial help toward school construction. 
Tiiese are too uncertain to deserve discussion now, but it 
is felt that something definite may Gevelop which will 
bring some sort of consolidated school within our financial 
reach if the much more advantageous two-town district 
fails to develop. 


SPECIAL SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICES 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the 
health of individuals and families living in a community. 
An organized program for public health is one that offers 
those individuals and families every possible chance of 
living and enjoying life, free from the handicaps of pre- 
ventable disease and disability. In more formal terms, the 
objective of a public health program is to bring to all the 
people the benefits of modern medical and related sciences 
‘including the care and rehabilitation of the sick and dis- 
abled, the promotion of healthful living, and the preven- 
tion and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of this 
objective. All together they make up a “health team.” The 
public health nurse is an essential member of this team. 
She shares in planning and action with other workers in 
the fields of health, education, and welfare; with phy- 
sicians, hospitals, clinics; with school personnel; with citi- 
zen groups. One of her important functions is coordina- 
tion with the others involved to provide public health 
services to individuals, families, and community. Citizens 
of the community are also essential members of the health 
team. Alert to the health needs of their community, tak- 
ing their share of responsibility to meet these needs, their 
contribution as health workers is indispensable to the 
effectiveness of the public health program. A vital, dy- 
namic, working “health team” in the local community 
strengthens the public health not only of that community, 
but also of the State and the Nation. 
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A summary of the public health nursing service in 1 your 
community for the year 1960 follows: 


In March, April, and May 106 polio inoculations, 47 
diphtheria and tetanus inoculations and 37 smallpox vac- 
cinations were given to the school children. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held in the 
spring. Physical examinations and the needed inoculations 
for whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, polio and small- 
pox were given to the children attending. 


My sincere thanks to those who have assisted in the 
health work this past year.

Assets 


The cash balance at the end of the year was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Merchant’s National 
Bank as of February 15, 1960. Transactions affecting taxes 
receivable, tax liens and tax acquired property were re- 
viewed and unpaid accounts at the year end were checked 
and reconciled with the balances shown on the records of 
the officials concerned. Accounts receivable items were 
reimbursable from tie State and other municipalities and 
appeared to be correctly stated. 

Liabilities 
There were no liabilities of record at February 15, 1960. 
Reserves and Surplus 

A net overdratt balance of $1,139.15 was carried forward 
for the departmental accounts, the difference between 
education account overdrafts of $1,703.97 and highway 
balances of $564.82. 


At the close of the year, the Town had an unappro- 
priated surplus of $13,230.36 as compared with $11,178.78 
at the close of the preceding year. The gain of $2,051.58 
was due to unexpended balances in ‘the operating ac- 
counts, . ; 


General 


The 1959 commitment of taxes to the Collector was ex- 
amined and reconciled with the assessment. Excise taxes 
were verified with the copies of the receipts retained 
by the Collector. All funds recorded as received by the 
Treasurer had been deposited in the bank and all disburse- 
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ments had been made by check and authorized by war- 
rants drawn by the Selectmen. Vouchers and_ payrolls 
were examined to the extent deemed appropriate and 
appeared to be proper charges to the accounts involved, 
The records of the Clerk were examined for appropriations 
and other matters of financial concern. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, to- 
gether with related financial statements, fairly presents the
